1960  91  min. 

Mario  Monicelli  (THE  ORGANIZER,  CASANOVA  70)  directed  this  classic  spoof 
of  "perfect  crime"  films  (such  as  Dassin's  RIFIFI),  which  depict  in  great  detail 
the  elaborate  planning  and  split-second  timing  involved  in  huge  thefts.  Monicelli's 
characters,  who  are  attempting  to  rob  a  safe,  also  formulate  intricate  plans  and 
employ  precise  timing,  but  everything  they  do  results  in  humiliating  disaster  — 
providing  an  hilarious  comedy  of  errors.  Monicelli  is  aided  by  an  excellent  cast, 
including  Italy's  great  comedian  Toto,  as  a  retired  safecracker  who  is  called  in  for 
his  expert  advice,  but  who  deserts  the  gang  once  the  robbery  begins. 

The  other  clownish  crooks  involved  in  the  catastrophic  caper  are:  Peppe  (Vittorio 
Gassman),  an  unsuccessful  boxer;  Tiberio  (Marcello  Mastroianni),  an  untalented 
photographer  whose  wife  is  in  jail  for  smuggling,  leaving  him  holding  the  baby; 
Mario  (Renato  Salvatori),  a  popcorn  seller  in  a  run-down  movie  house,  who  steals 
baby  carriages  in  order  to  support  his  widowed  mother;  Ferribotte,  a  hot-tempered 
Sicilian  who  suspects  everyone  of  trying  to  seduce  his  sister  Carmelita  (Claudia 
Cardinale);  and  Campannelle,  a  scrawny  but  constantly  hungry  ex-jockey.  These 
bungling  burglars  plan  to  get  to  the  safe  by  breaking  through  the  wall  of  a 
deserted  apartment  next  door.  But  nothing  works  according  to  schedule:  to  begin 
with,  when  the  boys  get  ready  to  synchronize  their  watches,  they  discover  that 
nobody  owns  a  watch.  The  attempted  execution  of  the  plan  is  filled  with  incredible 
mishaps,  culminating  in  a  wild,  memorable  finale.

Jazz  critic 
Pete  Welding  described  Otis  the  best  when  he  said,  "Over  the  years  Johnny 
has  toured  all  over  the  world  vjith  his  revues,  operated  one  of  the  earliest 
rhythm  and  blues  nightclubs,  been  a  successful  radio  and  TV  personality, 
functioned  as  talent  scout  and  record  producer,  packaged  shows  and  written 
a  host  of  successful  songs,  making  him  a  kind  of  man  for  all  seasons  of  Amer- 
ican popular  music. "  Two  of  Otis'  most  well  known  songs  which  might  be 
recognized  by  the  general  public  are  n  dfir  and  the  Handjive  and  .So  Fine. 

Presently,  Otis  concentrates  on  touring  with  his  revue,  The  Johnnv  Otis  .Show. 
as  well  as  recording  and  producing  albums  for   his  own  Blues  Spectrum  and 
Hawk  Sound  labels,  the  most  recent  release  is  The  Johnny  Olis  .S/ioh  /,» .■ 
and  Olheruise  at  Ihe  Coconut  Grove  (Hawk  Sound).    In  previous  years,  Otis 
has  played  a  vital  part  in  the  career  of  his  son,  guitar  virtuoso  Shuggie  Otis. 

Otis  has  also  been  very  active  in  the  civil  rights  movement  and  local  politics 
in  Los  Angeles  (his  home  since  the  mid-Forties),  especially  during  the  early 
Sixties  when  rhythm  and  blues  was  pushed  aside  by  rock  music.   In  1959,  he 
began  writing  for  the  Los  Angeles  Sentinel,  the  city's  major  Black  newspaper; 
his  impressions  of  the  Watts  riots  of  1965  evolved  into  a  book.  Listen  to  the 
Lambs  (Published  by  W.  W.  Norton  in  1968).
